Among the words that may written are: am, an, and, as, 
at, go, bad, bed, far, end, if, he, it, is, me, let, no, not, paper, thing, 
and the other hand, more than 150 the 350 words 
are not spelled they are sounded. Such words are: again, always, 
before, cousin, game, like, near, people, rain, third, where, who, 
and write. 

These 350 fundamental words are the highest value; they, 
with their repetitions, comprise approximately per cent the 
running words the Fitzgerald Child Letter Writing 
and per cent the running writing Rinsland’s extensive 
Every one, save Santa Claus, found Horn’s Adult

Some Misconceptions About Phonics Spelling 

There need for spelling phonics, but very little research has 
been undertaken this field. The reading phonics which has been 
developed helpful, but cannot used thoughtlessly and 
without consideration the fact that the problems teaching 
reading and spelling are different. 

The following facts indicate the impossibility and the futility 
depending upon phonics alone the central method for teach- 
ing spelling. Horn indicated that the elementay school child “may

Some Suggestions for Using Phonics Spelling 
For phonetic words, there are many exercises which are helpful 
the teaching and the learning spelling. Among the many 
activities which exemplify the values phonics great extent 
and structural analysis lesser degree, the following have 
been valuable. 


Studying word forms. Studying word forms should ap- 
proached inductively through the study specific words con- 
nection with word building, dictionary study, word meaning, and 
word usage. Through inductive approach, the child should 
become self-reliant and independent thinking about and finally 
generalizing about forms which appear over and over again con- 
sistently with few exceptions.

Summary

identifying like letters, blends, and homonyms: pronunciation 
words; and word building.

The Founding Fathers 

give perspective the subject, shall sketch briefly the 
educational background Ignatius and his nine companions who 
were the founding fathers the Society Jesus. Sometime 
1522 Ignatius, Spaniard, courtier, and soldier, determined de- 
vote himself wholly the service God, and two years later, 
the age 33, returned the classroom prepare himself in- 
tellectually for his apostolate. order gain admission the 
University Paris, studied Latin, unsuccessfully under 
tutor Barcelona and successfully class with small boys 
the Collége Montaigu Paris. And the fall 1529 
began the arts course the University Paris the Collége 
Sainte-Barbe, receiving his bachelor’s degree 1532, the licentiate 
1533, and the master arts degree the following year. 

Meanwhile had attracted his apostolate number his 


fellow students Paris: Peter Faber, Francis Xavier, James 


Laynez, Alphonse Salmeron, Simon Rodriguez, and Nicholas 
Bobadilla. the feast Our Lady’s Assumption, 1534, Peter 
Faber, who had just been ordained priest, celebrated Mass the 
little Church Notre Dame Mont-Martre outside Paris, and 
the seven companions plighted themselves God and the 
service their neighbor. part the pledge was the 
Holy Land, give their family and all worldly interests; but 
should the journey the Holy Land prove impossible, they 
promised offer their ministry the vicar Christ Rome. 

Early 1535 Ignatius left Paris for his native Spain, and thence 
journeyed Venice, where was joined November the 
following year the six companions who had remained Paris 
complete requirements for the master’s degree. They brought 
with them three new recruits: Claude Jay, John Codure, and 
Paschase Broet. The group now numbered ten, all masters the 
University Paris and students theology. 


Religious Order Established 

Twice plans were laid make the pilgrimage Jerusalem, but 
each time they were thwarted the threat war between Venice 
and the Turks. the end Ignatius and his companions, now 
ordained, went Rome and were introduced Pope Paul III 
the “theologians Paris,” ready place themselves his 
disposition. “Rome,” the Pope told them, your Jerusalem.” 
And gave them ample faculties for their spiritual ministry. The 
ministry was successful that early spring 1539 the 
Ignatian band began think forming themselves into re- 
ligious order. June formula for constitution was pre- 
sented Paul III, but was months before approval was 
given. The papal Bull, Regimini Militantis Ecclesiae, dated Sep- 
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tember 27, 1540, gave existence the Society Jesus the 
youngest and the last the religious orders strictly called. 
was instituted, said Paul III, labor “for the good souls and 
the propagation the faith means public preaching, the 
ministry the word God, spiritual exercises, and works 
charity, but particular through the instruction children and 
the ignorant Christian doctrine.” 

Not word about teaching schools and colleges! Nor was 
the mind Ignatius and his companions that time that the 
new order was become teaching order. How, then, 
did happen that before died sixteen years later Ignatius had 
seen the founding schools for the education youth 
humane letters, and had approved six more foundations total 
41, eight European countries: Italy, Sicily, Spain, Portugal, 
France, Germany, Austria, and Bohemia? The answer can 
stated briefly. 


Education Jesuits 

When the Society came into being, the so-called 
Classical Renaissance, with its re-emphasis the humanistic dis- 
ciplines, had come full bloom almost everywhere Europe, 
not only the university centers but towns that had neither 
university nor secondary school any importance. Ignatius him- 
self, who had witnessed the effects the new movement during 
his studies Paris, was strongly convinced its value for 
education. when established residences for the younger re- 
cruits the Society the university towns Paris, Louvain, 
Padua, and Valencia, insisted that before 
entering upon the study philosophy and theology the Jesuit 
candidates should provided with orientation fully and com- 
pletely humanistic. Thus the pervasive humanistic revival, the 
rapid extension the Society Jesus over Europe, and its 
dedication the new learning were prelude and preparation 
for novel development the Church’s history, that religious 
order founding colleges humane letters and devoting its best 
talent teaching them. 

was Francis Borgia, Duke Gandia, who made the first 
move commit Ignatius teaching apostolate offering, 
1545, endow college for the Jesuits Gandia. The offer was 
accepted, and though the initial purpose the college was 
educate Jesuits, who previously had pursued their studies 
existing universities, was soon extended include lay students. 
1547, Borgia, with Ignatius’ approval, transformed the College 
Gandia into the Society’s first university. 


Education for Lay Students 
second and even more decisive influence advancing and, 
effect, establishing the new teaching apostolate was the request 
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sent Ignatius December 17, 1547, the municipality 
Messina Sicily for ten Jesuits open college that city for 
the education its youth and the spiritual care its people. 
want quote this letter, which, besides its warmhearted sincerity, 
has the importance being the first its kind such matter. 


Very Reverend Sir: 

Being well informed that the Congregation religious 
the name Jesus, which under the direction your Reverence, 
there are persons learning and virtue, who doctrine and 
apostolic ministry make themselves great use the Christian 
State, this city wishes very much have some your subjects 
teach, preach, and produce the same fruit which has resulted 
from their labors wherever they have resided. Our request 
that you send five masters teach theology, the arts, rhetoric, 
and grammar, and another five pursue their studies and give 
assistance works Christian zeal. The city will supply them 
with food, clothing, and residence suitably furnished; and 
order execute our will proper form, the citizens have con- 
sidered council and given their unanimous sanction, 
which added that His Excellency, the Viceroy. 
petition you grant it; and sending these teachers and religious 
you may rest assured that shall accept them fathers and 
brothers, nor shall any way found wanting fulfilling 
the promises have made above. 


the same time the Municipal councilors wrote fervent ap- 
peal the Viceroy, John Vega, use his influence per- 
suading Ignatius grant their petition. Within month Ignatius 
sent favorable reply, and March 18, 1548, the ten Jesuits 
were their way Messina. The school was opened few days 
after their arrival, April 24. That Ignatius wanted give the 
educational venture Messina auspicious start proved 
the caliber the men chose found the new college such 
men Jerome Nadal, afterward co-ordinator for years all 
Jesuit educational work Europe; Andrew des Freux, whom 
Ignatius called universal genius; and Peter Canisius, later the 
founder the Society’s colleges Germany, provincial, ac- 
complished orator, and distinguished theologian and author 
that when was canonized was the same time designated 
doctor the universal Church.

year; then one Tivoli 1550; schools Rome, Venice, Ferrara, 
and Bologna 1551; Florence, Naples, Perugia, Padua, Modena, 
and Gubbio 1552, and on: schools within eight years.

organizing schools for teaching humane letters and the arts,

book Jesuit education published good many years ago, 
undertook prove from documentary sources how shallow and 
incorrect are estimates the sort just quoted.

James Laynez, Ignatius’ successor the generalate, Peter 
Canisius were. But imply that wasn’t educated man 
that had very clear idea the kind education wanted 
the Society give the youth Europe, indulge fantasy 
worse. 


Why Humanistic Studies 

Take the matter the humanistic disciplines which Ignatius 
insisted were the starting point Jesuit education. Was 
this insistence merely maneuver conformity the vogue 
the times? No; Ignatius had his reasons, which are preserved for 
theological adviser the Council Trent. The humanistic 
studies, wrote, are the best means for entering gradually upon 
other intellectual work; for they open the mind and make 
competent grapple with more difficult studies. Besides, 
through thorough study language and literature that are 
able make ourselves understood ourselves understand. 
Had the scholastic philosophers and theologians, continues, had 
the skill communicating their subtle lucubrations others who 
themselves possessed similar skill communication, their teach- 
ing would have produced far-reaching and momentous results. 


Need for Preparation 

The academic custom both Spain and Italy, Ignatius and 
his early companions knew from experience, was hold public 
lectures open students all ages without consideration 
fitness preparation. Often students would attending lectures 
Cicero and Virgil before they had learned even the rudiments 
the language. The history the Jesuit schools these coun- 
tries testifies the many difficulties encountered requiring 
thorough and orderly formation language and literature 
condition for study the higher disciplines. Nevertheless the 
requirement was maintained, and with excellent effect. Thus the 
profound and mature concept the formation youth based 
the natural quality and spontaneous functioning their 
faculties became the hallmark Jesuit education. was Ignatius 
who established the tradition. This not say that created 
the humanistic ideal, which was substance that Erasmus, 
St. Thomas More, and Vives, but rather that placing the 
ideal its proper educational order and progression initiated 
scholastic tradition that avoided the exaggerations both the 
medieval schoolmen, who scorned the humanistic disciplines, and 
the Renaissance pedants, who scorned philosophy and theology 
and viewed the classical languages ends themselves. The 
Ignatian tradition lasted for more than 200 years, and has its 
residue influence Jesuit education even today. 


Secondary and Collegiate Schools 

From what has been said, might seem that the education 
offered the early Jesuits was exclusively the secondary 
level, and that what would considered college education had 
part their planning. This true only the sense that all 
the schools, except the college and university Gandia, began 
with the secondary curriculum. The full humanistic curriculum, 
however, included the classes, they were called, the humanities,

1553 appointed Nadal his representa- 
tive visiting the schools, supervising their programs, and find- 
ing solution their difficulties. 

was not until 1584 that the step was taken prepare and 
publish comprehensive educational code which would appli- 
cable wherever the Society had established secondary and colle- 
giate institutions. this date there were 162 schools, the ma- 
jority them having both secondary and collegiate curricula; 
and many instances enrollments had increased phenomenally 
for those times. between 1584 and 1599 the Ratio Studiorum 
was elaborated from the experience gained through years 
teaching the youth Europe. should pointed out, how- 
ever, that the Ratio Studiorum was more than anything else 
extension and refinement the Fourth Part the Jesuit 
tutions written Ignatius himself. The legislative structure 
studies the same the Ratio Studiorium was the 
Fourth Part the Constitutions. And while the Ratio has been 
modified and revised various occasions, the norms the Con- 
stitutions, tact themselves and invariable their universality. 
continue our own times, they did Ignatius’ time, unify 
and vivify the hundreds institutions directed the Society 
Jesus.

and Jesuit for convinced that this synthesis 
the core Jesuit formation today, and guides and influences 
Jesuit teachers and through them the faculties Jesuit secondary 
and higher institutions.

The development, too, and refinement the means hand 
for arriving emotional stability and ability form sound 
judgments, i.e., the senses, imagination, memory, emotions. 

The culmination its efforts, with the help the super- 
natural element divine grace, education the will; there- 
fore stressing positive approach life and morality the 
spirit the Ignatian dignity man, justice, 
etc., since the first movement the will love, not hate. 

Since the effectiveness all these elements depends the 
guidance the teacher, the importance the teacher’s function 
paramount: hence the Jesuit tradition excellence teach- 
ing; hence the emphasis the pedagogical techniques the 
prelection, repetition, class participation, and every device 
develop expression valuable aids achieving excellence 
teaching. 

conclusion, caveat should perhaps entered against tak- 
ing seriously the criticism Jesuit education that, following 
the lead Ignatius Loyola, makes education subserve 
religious purpose. The criticism compliment, though 
based the curious assumption that educators generally regard 
education end itself. They don’t; they are forever talking 
about education for citizenship, for democracy, for world 
understanding. The difference may that the Jesuits, because 
they have ultimate religious end mind, try make sure 
first and foremost that the proximate purpose their educa- 
tional effort achieved. When they are teaching, say, literature, 
their aim here and now bend every effort teach their 
students how read and understand and write and appreciate 
and arrive the ability make sound literary judgments. That 
the operis: the purpose the work, teaching. That 
they have further intention—that God’s grace, their 
own example, contact, and guidance, and through the whole en- 
vironment the school, their students may become better men, 
better good too. the finis operantis, 
the purpose the worker, the teacher. sum, one may teach 
literature any subject better, though look beyond it, than 
would merely taught the subject end itself.

The Jesuits the United States, they renew this year their 
allegiance the Ignatian tradition, are encouraged the thought 
that the thousands their lay associates Jesuit education will 
join with them honoring and perpetuating tradition that looks 
first the making man, who once imagination, mind, 
and heart, and only then the making specialist.

Such was part the conversation be- 
tween Don Bosco and Dominic Savio 
their first meeting. was early October, 
1854. Off, then, Don Bosco’s school 
Turin went Dominic Savio. was twelve 
and half years old. When entered Don 
Bosco’s office for the first time, Dominic 
noticed ornamented placard hanging 
the wall. read: Mihi Animas; 
Caetera Tolle. 

the meaning those words. 
Father?” asked the boy. 

Don Bosco’s heart leaped with joy. 
was exactly what wished. “And longed 
that would understand the meaning,” 
wrote Don Bosco. 

“That’s motto, Dominic. means: 
Give Souls; Take Away All Else.” 

“Ah! understand, Father. Here the 
aim not money but souls. That’s what 
want do, save soul. Help me, won’t 
you, Father?” 


Sanctity Shared 

The seed new type sanctity was 
sown Dominic’s soul that moment. 
His would longer remain merely per- 
sonal sanctity, but would begin 
active and communicative. Dominic had 
begun understand, and would under- 
stand more and more time went on. 
Meanwhile, the saintly master patiently 
and prudently awaited occasions for form- 
ing and adorning his young pupil more and 
more. 

Goodness, its nature, communica- 
God has given created things not 
merely existence but also the capacity 
sharing with others their own perfection 
and goodness. fact, the more perfect 
thing is, the more communicative is. 

the history humanity nothing 
sanctity. Henri Bergson, outstanding con- 
temporary philosopher, studied this phe- 
and was vividly impressed 
that asserted there argument 
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which more conclusively proves the pres- 
ence God the world than the bene- 
ficent dynamism the saints the 
Church. 

may therefore state this law the 
spirit: The more perfect sanctity is, the 
more communicative is. has self- 
evident proof the life Christ, and 
that our Lady. The Apostles, direct 
contact with the source sanctity, upon 
reception the Holy Spirit, immediately 
communicated their received goodness 
three thousand souls. know how they 
spread their goodness throughout the 
known world. That goodness was the mo- 
tive power their apostolic spirit. 

Similar the Apostles are the founders 
religious orders and congregations. The 
greater the sanctity these founders, the 
more intimately they were engrafted 
Christ, the True Vine, the Source all 
goodness, much the more productive and 
lasting was the impulse they gave their 
work. 

St. John Bosco, the teacher and guide 
Dominic Savio, illustrates this truth ad- 
mirably. Don Bosco was engrafted 
Christ, the Vine, that Pius characterized 
him “Union with God.” Don Bosco im- 
bibed his goodness and apostolic spirit di- 
rectly from Christ, and young Dominic 
imbibed the same spirit through his mas- 
ter, 


Sanctity Becoming Apostolic 
When Don Bosco and Dominic first met 
October 1854, the boy’s soul had 
already been prepared God receive 
effectively the zeal apostle from the 
soul the great apostle youth. that 
time Don Bosco himself stated concerning 
Dominic: remained stupefied the 
work which grace had already accomplished 
this soul.” 

Yet Dominic learned numerous impor- 
tant things the spirit the school 
Don Bosco. acquired especially that 
communicative sanctity which caused Pope 


Pius define him young great 

Without Don Bosco’s influence Dominic 
Savio would, all probability, have re- 
mained the good and pious boy that 
was before their meeting. However, was 
not God’s plan that Dominic should re- 
main simply good and pious boy. God 
destined him the outstanding example 
heroic Catholic action, capable imita- 
tion any and all schoolboys. For the 
molding this schoolboy apostle, God 
presented the excellently prepared raw ma- 
terial Don Bosco. 

true all this that Pius XII, his 
address the canonization ceremonies 
the schoolboy, June 12, 1954, declared: 
“In the school his spiritual teacher, the 
great St. John Bosco, Dominic learned how 
the joy serving God and making Him 
loved others can become powerful 
means apostolate.” 


Dedication Our Lady 

When Dominic entered the Salesian 
school Turin October, 1854, the 
whole Catholic world was awaiting the 
proclamation the Dogma Our Lady’s 
Immaculate Conception. Under Don Bos- 
co’s saintly direction the boys were keenly 
aware the coming event. The atmos- 
phere the school was vibrating with 
enthusiasm that only very devout son 
Mary, such Don Bosco was, could 
arouse. 

Upon Don Bosco’s suggestion, the 
eve that memorable December 1854, 
Dominic went our Lady’s altar the 
school chapel. There consecrated him- 
self body and soul the Immaculate 
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Mother and renewed the four 
resolutions his first Holy Communion, 
especially the last, Death But Not Sin! 


Desire for More Sanctity 

The next giant step forward Dominic 
Savio’s ascent holiness was taken the 
second Sunday Lent, 1855. Don Bosco 
gave the boys talk chapel how 
necessary and how easy become 
saint. Dominic was profoundly impressed 
and began think most seriously about 
it. even seemed worrying him- 
self sick. few days Don Bosco asked 
him something were bothering him, 
were suffering some sickness. 

“On the contrary, Don Bosco! 
suffering something good. have in- 
tense longing become saint. Your 
sermon last Sunday 

The master seized the occasion. “Dom- 
inic, begin saying all your prayers de- 
voutly. Perform all your duties exactly. 
and always cheerful. The Lord loves 
cheerful Dominic obeyed. 

The wise touch Don Bosco was mold- 
ing his pupil with the same delicacy that 
the hand the sculptor forms his master- 
piece. Before sending Dominic into the 
apostolate action, Don Bosco points out 
him the apostolate good example, the 
exact fulfillment duties, and happy. 
serene disposition. Don Bosco knew that 
boy edifying conduct already 
apostle, but also knew that among youth 
apostolate without serenity and cheer- 
cannot effective apostolate. 

Sometime later Dominic again went 
Don Bosco and unburdened his continued 
intense longing become saint. Now 
the master revealed him, without beat- 
ing about the bush, the great secret, that 
his own sanctity: “Dominic, you must 
dedicate yourself gain souls for God.” 
That did it. 


The Schoolboy 

During the next two years Dominic 
climbed from virtue virtue. became 
heroic apostle charity, meekness, and 
purity among his companions. St. John 
Bosco, his confessor, spiritual director, and 
master records numerous examples and 
anecdotes which reveal the boy’s virtues. 

Does argument arise among his com- 
panions? Dominic calms the boys and 
settles the dispute. even brings for- 
giveness and friendship two fellows older 
and bigger than himself who, being blinded 
anger and hate, were prepared fight 
the end with stones. His zeal for their 
souls throws himself courageously between 
them. With the crucifix and heroic words 
contempt for himself succeeds 
reconciling the boys. 
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Does smutty paper magazine get 
into the school? Dominic destroys 
front his offending companions. “What’s 
the idea, Savio? That’s mine,” says one 
the boys. 

“You should ashamed, Carlo!” 

what have you got eyes for any- 
way?” 

“To see the beautiful face God and 
His Blessed Mother, should get 
heaven.” 

Does some boy remain away from con- 
fession and Communion too long? Dominic 
sidles over him during game and ex- 
tracts promise with him con- 
fession come Saturday. Saturday comes, 
but the fellow doesn’t show up. When they 
meet again Dominic says, “Ah, you dis- 
appointed me. You didn’t keep your prom- 
ise.” excuse follows. 

“That’s one the devil’s tricks,” an- 
swers Savio. The boy goes confession 
and later tells Savio how glad for 
taking his advice and that will fre- 
quently the future. 

One day Dominic offered friendly cor- 
rection companien. The boy forgot 
that this was act kindness and an- 
swered with insults and even struck and 
kicked Dominic. Being older and bigger 
than his offender, Dominic could easily 
have retaliated with interest. 

“But,” writes Don Bosco, “he sought 
revenge save that Christian charity. 
first Dominic became red the face, and 
then stifling all feeling resentment, 
replied, forgive you, you have done 
wrong. But don’t try that sort behavior 

“Examples such these Dominic’s 
mortification. charity, self-forgetfulness, 
humility, and the like, can easily 
plied, for they were part Dominic’s 
very says St. John Bosco his 
heroic pupil-apostle. St. John Bosco also 
remarked that: “Dominic catches more 
fish with his little stratagems than many 
preachers with their sermons.” 


Sodality 


But the plucky boy was not satisfied 
with his lone personal apostolate. Like 
every great apostle, wanted com- 
municate his fire others. wanted 
continue even after his death. “How 
happy would could gain com- 
panions God!” was his oft repeated sigh. 

Likewise, about months before his 
death, with strange but sure presentiment 
that approaching end, confided 
Don Bosco: “Father, desire some- 
thing for Mary. But must once, 
for fear that should wait, will 
too late.” 


achieve these desires gaining his 
companions for God and that doing 
something for his Queen, what did Dominic 
do? created, with Don Bosco’s ap- 
proval, sodality which has its object 
promote devotion our Lady order 
obtain her protection life and es- 
pecially death, and also promote the 
practice frequent confession and Com- 
munion. Dominic called the Sodality 
the Immaculate Conception. June 
1856, nine months before his death, Dom- 
inic had all the rules approved, and the 
first members were enrolled. The Sodality 
still exists Salesian schools and pro- 
ductive great good among the students. 

put the founding the Im- 
maculate Conception Sodality Dominic 
Savio together with the apostolic direction 
that his sanctity received from Don Bosco, 
becomes clear that devotion Mary, 
the minds both saints, was 
translated into the active apostolate 
that motto: Give Souls; Take Away 
All Else. 

Truly, this real Marian devotion, for 
the mission our Blessed Mother 
bring Jesus the world and the world 
Jesus. Consequently the Church invokes 
Mary Queen Apostles. 


Testimony the Popes 


Finally, confirm what has been said 
about this schoolboy apostle, here are 
some authoritative words. Stated Pope 
Pius XII the Brief Beatification 
Dominic Savio, March 1950: “Truly, 
gives great joy raise this 15-year-old 
boy, Dominic Savio, the honors the 
altar and set him before modern youth 
shining example for their imitation, 
especially these troubled times when 
such powerful and sinister forces are doing 
incalculable harm relentless effort 
uproot both virtue and faith from the 
hearts the young.” 

After promoting the Cause Dominic 
Savio, July 10, 1914, St. Pius declared: 
honestly believe that Dominic Savio 
the best model for the youth our times.” 

St. Dominic Savio is, then, timely, 
providential model for our youth, par- 
ticularly during the dangerous years 
preadolescence and early adolescence. 
can preserve and strengthen our boys and 
girls during these difficult and important 
years, they will more surely preserved 
during their later teens. This Dominic’s 
unique and God-given mission for our 
youth.

IV. Initiation 
Through the Liturgy 


The actual goal the catechetical apostolate not theoretic 
knowledge Christ and His mystery but perfect living union 
with Him possible. Therefore, the Bible history the early 
grades must bring the past into the present. The mystery Christ 
reaches from the past into the present, embraces all ages, and 
live and share did Christ’s first disciples Palestine. 
The Christ whom the biblical narratives lead not merely 
great figure the past, object historical reminiscence. 
the Christ who now continues and perfects His work and who 
invites and enables co-operate actively His holy work. 
lives and active among us. Through our personal contact 
with Him, here and now, receive share His divine life. 
Where and when does this happen especially? Obviously, above 
all, the Church’s sacramental life, her Eucharistic Sacrifice 
and her Sacraments, other words, her 

Since this true can readily understand why liturgy plays 
such important role religious instruction even the primary 
grades. Leading representatives modern catechesis have long 
agreed upon this and stressed again and again. Yet must 
admit that, this instance, theory well ahead practice, even 
countries, such the United States, which excel catechetical 
activity. How explain the inconsistency? partly because some 
catechists still not have clear comprehension the out- 
standing catechetical value the liturgy and partly because 
some catechists still not know how make the best use 
the liturgy their teaching. 


How Liturgy Presents the Mystery Christ 

Essentially, the unique catechetical value the liturgy derives 
from the manner which contains and makes familiar with 
the heart Christian religion mystery Christ. 

may true that, the beginning the catechetical move- 
ment, many catechist saw the high catechetical value the 
liturgy only from the methodical point view. that time, 
problems catechetical method were the main concern. 
understandable that, first, the catechetical value the liturgy 
was more appreciated from this point view. Even so, there still 
was every reason demand more intensive catechetical utiliza- 
tion the liturgy. The Church’s worship, after all, offers 
excellent catechetical object lesson. This still true today, 
age highly developed teaching techniques. Even today, real 
chalice which the child can observe very closely more illustra- 
tive and, the religious sense, more formative than painted 
one; even today, priest who, before the child’s eyes, steps the 
altar and begins the common worship, attracts the child’s atten- 
tion higher degree than the same scene movie 
television. the house God with its furnishings, the 
liturgical objects and actions, the truths our faith find im- 
concrete, even dramatic expression. Liturgy tre- 
mendously versatile catechetical picture book which makes the 
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children familiar with the majestic mysteries our faith through 
their senses. Moreover directs express these holy mysteries 
again and again prayer, and take personal, positive 
attitude toward them and assimilate them through participation 
(learning doing). This teaching function the liturgy 
enhanced the rich diversity festal seasons, the religious at- 
mosphere surrounding everything, and impressive religious 
experience connected with worship from the very beginning. 

But much agree upon, and want utilize fully all 
these values, must realize that they, themselves, not 
represent the decisive catechetical value the liturgy. The 
essence this value consists teaching such concrete 
and educational way the substance Christian faith and life. 
The catechetical concentration that our religious instruction 
very often lacks here finds exemplary realization. Again and 
again, Mother Church has pray and sing the basic mysteries 
our religion. And the keynote always the mystery all mysteries 
—the mystery celebrate and renew 
celebrating and which represents the central theme our entire 
liturgy. This particularly impressive the two liturgical themes 
which are decisive importance the lower grades, namely 
the Mass and the ecclesiastical year. both find the same ad- 
mirable fullness the doctrine combined with exemplary 
concentration the basic theme all Christian revelation: our 
salvation through Christ, or, other words, our participation 
the mystery Christ. How clearly both express the theocentricity 
and the christocentricity which are essential our religion: 
Christ, the great gift the Father; Christ, our way the 
Father. Anyone who participates with open heart will not lack 
for long the necessary religious knowledge, and will acquire 
even sooner the basic Christian attitude which far more im- 
portant than precise knowledge details. 

could make similar statements about third unit the 
liturgy: the sacraments. But these are not easily understood 
the children the lower grades. themselves, they not 
unfold the entire mystery Christ the same fullness the 
Mass and Church year. Moreover, actual practice, they are 
not experienced unit. Even more mature years, the Chris- 
tian cannot receive all the sacraments succession during 
easily surveyed period time. While not deny that the 
liturgy the sacraments also impressively tells the mystery 
Christ, still the significance the sacraments lies more 
what they give than what they reveal. 
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Here the last decisive reason why teaching through worship 
stands above all other forms Christian teaching: The liturgy 
gives what teaches. not only presents the mystery Christ 
concretely but lets share this mystery immediately. any 
time and any place Christianity, here that true initia- 
tion into the mystery Christ the full meaning the word 
takes place. How clearly Christ Himself expressed this for the 
central sacrament, the Holy Eucharist, which, its sacramental 
sign, demonstrates most impressively the participation the 
life and the mystery Christ. “He who eats flesh, and 
drinks blood, abides and him. the living Father 
has sent me, and live because the Father, who eats 
me, also shall live because me” (Jn. said Christ. 
Just forcibly, St. Paul impresses upon the principle our 
actual participation the mystery Christ for the fundamental 
sacrament baptism (Rom. 6:3-14; Col. 2:12; Gal. 3:28; Cor. 
12:13). For all the other sacraments something similar true, 
marriage being exception (Eph. 5:32). 

The Eucharistic Sacrifice, above all, offers real participation 
the mystery Christ: the Lord includes His bride, the Church; 
includes all His mystical members His Sacrifice, sacrificing 
with them and they with Him. There may well different views 
among theologians about the way Christ’s redemption present 
and constantly active the Church’s worship. But Catholic 
theologians alwavs have agreed that the Church’s worship offers 
mysterious participation the redemption through Christ, that 
not only receive the sanctifying fruits His redemption, but, 
moreover, are enabled participate actively His mystery and 
His worship. This first all and the highest degree true 
the Eucharistic Sacrifice, but also the sacraments, and, even 
though much lesser extent, the other divine services 
the Church. This participation comes simply because, the one 
hand, the mystical Christ, the Head with His members, the 
actual active subject any liturgical celebration, and, the 
other hand, the actions the mystical Christ form indissoluble 
inner union with Christ’s redemptive work. 

The Church’s worship, accordingly, veritable catechetical 
gold mine. Considering real participation the mystery Christ 
the final goal any catechetical effort, the liturgy takes the 
first place and cannot replaced anything else. quite 
obvious that want open this gold mine our pupils 
soon and fully possible. 


How Unlock the Liturgy 


have just seen, the liturgy has two important purposes: 
must reveal the mystery Christ effectively and must also 
actually communicate it. daily experience shows, not every 
liturgical celebration fulfills this twofold task perfectly, or, 
least, sufficiently. Have not some Christians attended hundreds, 
and perhaps even thousands, Masses and yet they understand 
very little about the actual meaning this celebration. Their 
attendance does not help them much understand their Chris- 
tian religion better nor does result adequate participation 
the mystery Christ. “unlock” the title has two mean- 
ings: How are use the liturgy order guide children 
proper understanding the mystery Christ; and how 
train our pupils for such sharing the holy mysteries, 
that perfect participation the mystery Christ possible 
results? Whatever Serves one these purposes will necessarily 
help attain the other as. well, since the two form organic 
unity. Each should recognized clearly but means sep- 
arated our aim. For this reason, not treat the two func- 
tions separately here. 

Beginning the first grade, the introductory biblical instruc- 


tions are, all possible, given such way that the 
course stories follows the course the liturgical year. pre- 
pare the with proper regard for their the 
main feasts and celebrate these feast days with them, above 
all Christmas and Easter (with the preceding Holy Week). The 
mysteries these feasts constitute also the climaxes the 
biblical catechesis. The biblical catechesis deepened ex- 
perience the course the Church year followed. Long before 
the child can clearly understand, the liturgical celebration makes 
possible for him experience these mysteries not merely 
historical reminiscences but religious values the present. 
From the very beginning, endeavor celebrate with the 
careful preparation—the main feasts the 
Church year such way that they are made familiar with the 
present meaning experience. true that start from 
the historical redemptive work. Just for this reason, the biblical- 
narrative catechesis must ahead the liturgical celebration 
and preparation. not, however, stop the history; the 
mystery the past serves make understand and value what 
Christ now effecting us. Both are gifts divine love; 
the mystery the feast celebrate and give thanks for both 
together. Our Christian feast days are, essentially, feasts 
thanksgiving for the “wonderful works God” (Acts 2:11) 
which, their totality, form the mystery Christ. certainly 
corresponds this character Christian feasts that the Eucha- 
ristic Sacrifice represents the climax the celebration each 
one them. Especially feast days, the Sacrifice the Mass 
seen and celebrated our communal thanksgiving. 
Starting the primary grades, must help the children offer 
their thanks, above all through the Eucharistic Sacrifice. 

All this must done the simplest, childlike manner (but 
childlike the best sense). Certainly, the average pupil the 
lower grades whom speak the fall man, the 
promise the coming Saviour, the long and longing waiting 
for Him, the fulfillment this loving plan God, will well 
understand “that with the Child Bethlehem piece heaven 
has fallen upon earth” (Jungmann). has been given 
the divine Father His greatest gift; He, since then, has been 
our Brother, and wants lead all us, with exception, 
home the Father heaven. the children’s holy Christmas 
joy develops, the end, into thanksgiving from their hearts 
the divine Father. thank Him for His Son whom gave 
our Brother and Redeemer, thank Him for the fact that 
has made children God, and called heaven 
through this Child Heaven. More than 100 years ago, the great 
friend children, Christopher von Schmid, expressed this 
truly childlike manner the well-known Christmas carol: 


come, little children, come all you, come, 
come the crib, the stable, come, 
And see what great joy this night out love 
The Father has sent from heaven above. 


must not think that need any Christmas sentimentality 
open the mystery Christmas our children, but also 
must not forget that, the beginning grades, the child has 
holy right not burdened with such theological terms 
“supernatural,” etc., with precise theological ex- 
planation. our children, “Saviour” simply means the one who 
freed from sin and reopened the gate heaven. The liturgy 
brings the irrefutable proof that simple telling the holy 
mysteries very well consistent with religious depth, without 
theological terms and expressions. 

the higher grades also, will not disregard the Church 
year, but rather far possible will try harmonize our 
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subject matter with the rhythm the liturgy, and will try 
this without artificiality. The special feast days still deserve 
and need preparation. Help fuller understanding the texts 
the Mass will certainly offered. Also, the last schoolday 
the week, short introduction the Mass the following 
Sunday should given the higher grades. Besides this ele- 
mentary introduction the Church year closely connected with 
the Bible history, make the children familiar, even the 
primary grades, with the practice Christian prayer, with the 
Church’s worship, and with her most significant sacraments. For 
the first grade, baptism, Eucharist, and, perhaps, confession, are 
entirely sufficient. Here especially, the principle holds true: Let the 
possible, learn direct observation and doing; 
sparing with theoretical explanation. Offer this first introduction 
simply possible, but, nevertheless, from the beginning the 
proper catechetical view: meeting Christ, participation His life, 
and His devotedness the divine Father. 

Liturgy the Church’s worship, which means, above ll, 
Church’s prayer. lead the liturgy, first 
all, means lead liturgical prayer. One the most significant 
reasons why many, even very devout Christians, cannot, can 
only with great difficulty, find the way liturgical prayer, 
faulty training prayer their early youth leading un- 
liturgical spirituality which they, only with difficulty, change 
their later life. Proper guidance liturgical prayer, however, does 
not consist using liturgical prayers proper the children’s 
prayer life too early too exclusively. spite all enthusiasm 
for the spirit the liturgy and for its concrete form, will 
aware the fact that liturgical prayer means community 
prayer, and that, for the personal prayer the individual and 
its formulation, certain important modifications have made 
which, for that very reason, must not overlooked the first 
instruction, which has awaken and develop spontaneous Chris- 
tian prayer. The language, too, liturgical prayers rarely cor- 
responds the child’s individuality. aim for prayer which 
rises the Father heaven from the children’s hearts truly and 
unartificially. Certainly, must not too narrow minded 
this point. Once have developed the meaning individual 
prayer and its expression sufficiently, not detrimental 
prayer texts are used which the child cannot yet fully understand. 
Children act like adults many ways although their minds 
not quite grasp what they are doing. They grow gradually 
understanding. 

However, the adjustment the child’s individuality which 
owe him, does not demand, any way, that, our introduction 
Christian prayer, make concessions with regard the 
basic attitude. the child’s prayer, too, the divine Father must 
dominate and not, example, the Guardian Angel. Just 
instruction, first tell the Father heaven, His 
power and love, begin, the prayer training, with the divine 
Father and always refer Him. course, also lead the 
praying child Christ. But since Christ, from the beginning, has 
been presented the gift the Father, our leader the 
there can difficulty for the child going this way 
prayer well. is, after all, the same way his family; 
with the brothers the father. Likewise, there cannot exist 
psychological obstacle early training the prayer praise 
and thanksgiving. Any good family training stresses from the 
start “thank you” rather than “please.” also not hurt the 
child’s personality when start very early teach him react 
prayer the wonderful mysteries our faith, other words, 
pray “dogmatically,” which, this case, does not mean dog- 
matic terminology but “dogmatic” prayer the sense the 
This will develop quite itself we, our instruc- 
tion, stress, above all, the religious values and the individual

catechesis generally culminate prayer. This may sometimes 
done spontaneous prayer, appropriate formal prayer, 
could turn the subject just studied into the object 
prayer. If, additionally, the instructions really elaborate the mys- 
tery Christ and make the children familiar with it, certain 
that their prayers also will directed toward this central mystery. 
Such children will easily find their way liturgical prayer. They 
not have readjust themselves. They already have the right 
basic attitude. liturgical prayer, too, “it the spirit that gives 
the life” (Jn. 6:64). 

Between the course bible history the primary grades and 
the systematic catechesis the higher grades, the fourth 
fifth grade for instance, may advisable offer survey over 
the most significant doctrines Christianity which the Mass 
and the sacraments are the center. would not mean simply 
explanation the liturgy the Mass and the sacraments but 
survey over the entire mystery Christ, which, however, 
accordance with the children’s age, rises from the easily per- 
ceptible forms worship its deep meaning and which lets 
the relationship with the other basic doctrines religion appear 
full light. The Christ Life Series religion published Mac- 
millan might offer valuable stimulus this respect. such 
course, however, would have guard ourselves against the 
danger going into too many liturgical details. The understand- 
ing the whole far more important than these details. For 
this reason, the individual ceremonies, such the Mass, always 
have explained with regard their function for the whole. 
Most important, however, the understanding and zealous litur- 
gical action. Above all this instance, knowledge completely 
the servant right doing. Jungmann has expressed this 
pertinent words: “Not much liturgics, but much liturgy” (Ka- 
techetik, Freiburg Breisgau, Aufl. 1955, pag. 65). ex- 
plains this more detail the following words: practical 
living religion home, school, and church. Needed explana- 
tion can, most cases, given occasional instructions 
connecting closely related object liturgical life with the 
subject the current lesson using conclusion.” 

This could formulated follows: liturgical training not 
the religious instruction courses school but the Church’s wor- 
ship takes the leading role. Certainly, the school important, but, 
the end, only preparatory. The actual decisive values the 
liturgy cannot acquired through study but only through proper 
execution. Because appreciate these values highly try 
very hard attain exterior form worship that fully ex- 
presses these values. must not believe that, with the present 
laws, catechetically valuable worship simply impossible. This 
goal reached quite easily with well formed dialog Mass 
which properly unites prayer and singing and accentuates the 
main parts the Mass sharply possible. From the stand- 
point religious pedagogy since question guidance 
the liturgy, and through the liturgy the mystery Christ 
—the dialog Mass even preferable sung Mass and 
solemn high Mass. here not question the objectively 
highest form celebration but that form the Mass which 
most fitted offer children and youth proper understanding 
the meaning and teaching the Mass and direct them par- 
ticipation intensive and active possible. 

Much the proper guidance the Mass the center 
liturgical training, must carefully guard against 
isolationism. Proper celebration requires preceding preparation 
through explanation the liturgy, and, what even more im- 
portant, must show forth its effects Christian life. will 
try impress the children fairly early and with increasing serious- 
ness that Christian worship not all expression religious 
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and truly live the mystery Christ.

The de- 
cline educational achievement may 
due, they think, part “to the gener- 
ally impoverished cultural 
from which the Negro comes. Some 
factors operating may have been: lack 
equal facilities teachers, over- 
crowding, and poor quality Negro 
teaching.

the close the 52nd World Con- 
gress Pax Romana there was strik- 
ing expression the mission the 
university twelve conclusions. Let 
review some these conclusions, and 
this editorial some the general 
statements about the university. 

Built integral humanism and 
right notion truth, the university 
the pursuit its own fulfillment will 
give the student vision man and 
things which true scale values 
will safeguarded and which will 
sound enough resist all 
temptations capable seducing him 
and flexible enough receive and in- 
tegrate all the genuine progress and 
creations the human spirit.” 
generally assumed that the negative ob- 
achieved, but serious question would un- 
doubtedly raised the positive 
objective. The specialist 
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fects all the universities including the 
better ones among the Catholic institu- 
tions, and breadth the teacher 
well the subject often wanting. 

The dedication the university 
the search for truth must make use 
the most highly technical processes and 
all the resources science, and must 
“more deeply still, give the student 
certain contemplative sense truth 
teaching him regard objects not 
merely matters upon which man will 
exercise his power, but creatures com- 
ing from the hand God.” The Catho- 
lic scholar, the Pax Romana concluded, 
Cardinal Newman supported the 
confident serenity the “certainty 
the secret harmony between the affirma- 
tions faith and the progressive find- 
ings The Catholic univer- 
sities would achieve this purpose they 
were better equipped library and lab- 
oratory and placed much more emphasis 
science than they present. 

The vast horizons modern knowl- 
edge and the requirements 
sional life tend toward 
specialization. This specialization, the 
fourth conclusion Pax Romana, says 
“renders more delicate and more diffi- 
cult the imparting genuine univer- 
sity culture once highly specialized 
like science and with the wholeness 
wisdom.” This spirit must permeate the 
whole institution.

MONEY AND EDUCATION 


The newspapers carried their front 
pages September, the beginning 
the school year, new study the 
money value education. college 
education will result student’s earn- 
ing $100,000 more than would had 
stopped with high school graduation. 
The author figured that the college edu- 
cation would cost $9,000; therefore the 
net gain $91,000. the slogan is: Get 
college education and earn more. 
simpler form, unfortunately, this the 
way parents and adolescents think about 
education. 

Against the background 
thought about the money value edu- 
cation, like place some other 
thoughts. The first the statement 
Tuni’s book Was College Worth While?, 
regarding his fellow graduates from 
Harvard University: “Do you wonder 
astonishment when, digging 
into them, found that approximately 
one eighth this group graduates 
supposedly rich university are, after 
years from college, living either off 
the government off their family.” 
However, there was saving remnant 
Israel. One the class thus defined 
education: 

boy spirit tolerance, make him 
alive beauty, develop what might 
called sanctuary the mind. Hav- 
ing tolerance may face the puzzle 
things not understood and withhold 
judgment, through the perception 
beauty may grow refinement, and 
within the sanctuary the mind, be- 
cause the tolerance and beauty, 
may begin understand himself.” How- 
ever, there were very few among the 
ticker watchers exhibiting this spirit. 

The International Chiefs Police 
the 1955 discussion juvenile delin- 
quency list one the factors 
juvenile delinquency and crime: 

“Money madness: This called viv- 
idly mind upon the full realization 
that all activities our modern civiliza- 
tion have dollar sign the motivating 
factor.” 


But even more significant rather 
challenging conclusion otherwise 
pedestrian report Youth and the 
Future. Dorothy Canfield Fisher writes 
the concluding section, and this what 
she says: 

“All during the nineteenth century 
human beings were unlearning the 
age-old habit working order 
wanted and were learning the new habit 
working for money and with the 
money buying what they wanted 
still possible move directly the 
satisfaction our needs and desires 
without passing our effort through the 
medium money. our confusion 
mind this point, have almost come 
the attitude the legendary Persian 
potentate who exclaimed that could 
not understand why Occidentals with 
money pay people dance for them, 
went dancing themselves. 

“Without exactly meaning to, have 
judging from our young people’s re- 
action created around many them 
moral atmosphere which paralyzes 
their natural instinct enjoy creative 
activity. What looks like one the 
symptoms such paralysis their 
all-too-common, taken-for-granted feel- 
ing that what they can’t get paid 
isn’t worth doing, even when the result 
the work would exactly what they 
would buy with the money they had 
better food, more comfort, cleanli- 
ness, neatness, and beauty their 
homes, more attractive surroundings 
their towns, and more amusing and ac- 
tive recreation. 

“Here mental confusion which 
very harmful, indeed poisonous, the 
quality human life. clear away 
mental confusion the peculiar province 
education. This one, unlike many, 
kind easily reached classroom 
instruction and forceful pointed exposi- 
tion teachers history and the social 
sciences. Seldom does subject suited 
textbook study bear directly how 
make the best life does this sim- 
ple conception that the satisfaction 
human desires depends less than 
moderns tend think upon the spend- 
ing money, that still possible 
many cases have and what

Dangerous Assignment 

The ships weathered storms and tempests 
the dangerous crossing until they finally 
sailed into the St. Lawrence. Cruising cau- 
tiously down the river, the men disem- 
barked the island Orleans within 
sight Quebec. the southern tip 
the island Wolfe bivouacked. his right 
were the beautiful Montmorency Falls 
plunging 250 feet over the palisade the 
mainland, producing fairy-like effect 
sprays and mists and foam and rainbow 
that could delight his beauty-loving soul. 
But the alert enemy sentries pacing the 
musket shells the first sign British 
advance dispelled the poetic illusion. The 
grim reality war was near. front 
stood Quebec, perched its rock like 
eagle’s nest, one huge citadel stone. 
What strategy could capture it! 

Taking stroll one day clear his 
thinking, Wolfe noticed letter placarded 
the door church.

The next sentence wished 
the general well and expressed the regret 
that had not come little earlier 
the season enjoy the nutritive asparagus 
now gone seed the fields. 

“This just frothy French politeness,” 
Wolfe commented his officers, sugges- 
tion smile his determined face.

The Quebec Country 
suspension bridge spans the river be- 
tween the island and the Montmorency 
Falls today. This island miles long 
and five miles wide and circled 
fine road which gives the lover history 
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excellent view the terrain where 
Wolfe planned his clever strategy for the 
capture Quebec. Here the spirit 
French Canada still thrives, unspoiled 
modern civilization. Electricity was un- 
known the island until recently. Here 
the closest link with the past that can 
found the continent North 
America. The teams plough the fields, 
the women the spinning lilting 
French folksongs the rhythm the 
spinning wheel. The baking done out 
doors summer and picturesque Nor- 
man costumes dot the fields everywhere 
harvest time. The cows on_ the 
island are bob-tailed. The French farmers 
cut the tail down inches length 
eliminate tail swishing during milking 
time. The oldest Norman house built 
1734 still bears the scars gunfire from 
British ships. The cascading still 
retain their poetic beauty. 


The Strategy

Awaits alike the inevitable hour: 


The paths glory lead but the 
grave. 


confided the officers gathered around 
him, “Gentlemen, would rather have 
written those lines than take Quebec.” 
one his schoolfellows his side that 
last dark night entrusted picture 
his fiancée asking that returned 
her his premonition death should 
prove true. Then the command was given; 
the soldiers leaped ashore and climbed the 
perpendicular precipice. 


The Battle 
The alert French sentry called out his 
Qui vive, Qui vive, which trained 
British soldier answered perfect French, 
assuring the guard that provisions for the 
French were their way. The sentry 
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relaxed, and the gray dawn the morning 
revealed 5000 red-coats the Plains 
Abraham. Immediately General Montcalm 
spurred his horse and galloped over the 
parapets from Montmorency. The French 
General fought valiantly all through the 
day, but his raw recruits and Indian volun- 
teers were match for the seasoned 
soldiers the British army. Montcalm was 
mortally wounded and his soldiers inglori- 
ously routed. General Wolfe was killed and 
the British flag was unfurled victoriously 
the spot where gave his life for 
his country the age 35. The ship, 
carried his noble body 
back England where was given 
soldier’s burial. 


Then and Now 

General Montcalm was carried off the 
battlefield the nearby Ursuline Convent, 
where was given the last rites the 
Church. Nuns, priests, soldiers. 
civilians all kinds gathered around him 
his last hours, showing they loved him 
defeat well victory. When 
breathed his last, loud sobbing could 
heard all sides. workman the 
convent. Bonhomme Michel, 
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gether the few available boards which 
served coffin, and the convent 
chapel the hero was laid rest his 
soldier’s grave which was cavity made 
exploding cannon ball. The funeral 
Montcalm was the funeral New 
France. 

walk down the ramparts, along 
the winding narrow street. visit his 
grave, realize that the spirit Mont- 
calm lives on. Everywhere his language 
spoken. all sides there are evidences 
the religion loved and lived. Church 
bells call out their ringing invitation 
daily Mass and toll the Angelus morning, 
noon, and night. Crowded churches testify 
the intense faith the people. The old 
French folksongs are still sung every 
home quaint Quebec. Over the peaceful 
scene imperiously waves the British flag, 
eloquent reminder the victory gallant 
General Wolfe.

the memory Montcalm and Wolfe. 
Its inscription reads: THEIR COURAGE 
GAVE THEM THE SAME HIS- 
TORY THE SAME FAME. POSTERITY

been wrong require long papers about 
the things seen the museum. Had 
pushed the comment, “There’s Loyola Uni- 
versity, Mr. would have tried 
cover too much territory. had stud- 
ied about St. Ignatius Loyola social 
studies but this was scientific trip. The 
discussion and the papers about the ten 
scientific items learned see demon- 
strated, however, were absolute necessities. 


Textbook and Activity 

normal thing for sixth-grade 
boy girl regard trip adventure. 
quite understandable that class 
should want press buttons—as 
class and think more the buttons 
than the exhibits which they are at- 
tached. These things are part the nature 
field trip. They constitute its inherent 
danger. But the course trip lasting 
hour hour and half the acquire- 
ment knowledge can furthered with 
great benefit all concerned.

Turn the edges 
and fold through the center the width 
the material that the long strip 
about in. wide.

Collision upset insur- 
ance the school bus can purchased 
with various deductibles. The $100 deduc- 
tible coverage appears the most com- 
mon practice. 

variety student protection plans 
have been offered parents and school 
administrators. The plans provide protec- 
tion for the student from injuries received 
while attending school during the hours 
and the days when classes are being 
held, including coverage for physical educa- 
tion activities, gymnasium, shop, field trips, 
and all intramural sports. Traveling and 
from school regardless the means 
transportation usually provided, allow- 
ing full hour each way. Protection 
also afforded against injury received all 
other school sponsored and supervised ac- 
either away from the school prop- 
erty after school hours. 

Student protection plans this nature 
may adopted the school and paid for 
through student activity funds parents 
may elect coverage and pay the insurance 
company through the school.

Dear Administrators: 

For the past twenty years have been 
high school librarian. experience 
probably typical thousands. wel- 
come this opportunity communicate 
with you means open letter. 

Like many others, became librarian 
overnight. When began teaching 
career had hours library science. 
fact, did not know the difference 
between Dewey decimal number and 
Cutter number. The library seemed 
considered something like 
curricular activity. Someone had 
the debate coach. had one advantage 
over the debate coach. special con- 
sideration was “permitted” period 
two work the library. Later, 
ironically, became both debate coach 
and librarian. Meanwhile, was reading 
journals and books that the library was 
supposed heart the school.” 

Gradually, under the pressure ac- 
crediting agencies, librarians began get 
more formal training and more time for 
library duties. Yet, recall vividly how 
one prominent administrator, indignant 
over demands the state, remarked 
disgust, “Librarians are required take 
more courses how run library than 
the President the United States has 
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take how run the country!” heard 
another well-known educator pay much 
public lip service the importance 
the library after had remorselessly cut 
the library budget half. Others, the 
face demands for full-time librarians, 
asked, apparently good faith, 
would librarian all day the library?” 

People who have not worked library 
seem blissfully unaware what means 
keep library functioning efficiently. 
public, college, and university libraries, 
the burdens are shared number 
people. However, high school library 
the responsibility, most cases, rests 
entirely the shoulders one person. 
That one person responsible for budget- 
ing, selecting, ordering, receiving, process- 
ing, cataloguing, circulating, weeding, re- 
binding, instructing, supervising, and all 
the other duties connected with properly 
functioning library. true that most 
the routine work can done stu- 
dent assistants. However, even the most 
intelligent assistants must trained and 
supervised. Furthermore, the time high 
school assistants become really efficient 
they graduate and new assistants must 
trained Regardless the amount stu- 
dent help, know from experience that 
just being librarian high school with 
enrollment over 500 full-time job. 


“Perhaps full-time job, but why 
waste teaching talent library?” 
statement have heard. have spent 
much time teaching the classroom 
have spent the library and would 
maintain that anyone who not qualified 
teach should not high school 


teacher every student the school. 
Furthermore, dare say that through 
careful selection books, kind assistance 
those seeking information and guidance, 
through instruction the use the 
library and, especially, through co-opera- 
tion with the faculty developing library 
and reading habits, capable, zealous, and 
devoted librarian can wield more power- 
ful influence the minds the student 
body than can the average teacher the 
classroom. And the more 
librarian, the more powerful will this 
influence. librarian prefers some 
classroom teaching rather than full- 
time librarian, the solution ought 
found adding another trained librarian 
the staff rather than the curtailment 
library services. 

have come long way recent 
years, but our schools still need many 
more, intelligent, trained, full-time librar- 
ians. The fulfillment this need depends 
largely upon the thinking you the high 
school administrators.
